General Jam es H. Duff said today 
Pennsylvania’s treasury s u r p l u s 
"may reach $200,000,000 during the 
current adm inistration.” 
Duff, candidate for the Republican 
nom ination for governor, made the 
statem ent in appealing for the elec­ 
tion of Governor Edward M artin to 
the U. S. Senate because "we need 
the kind of s o u n d financing in 
the nation that we have in Penn­ 
sylvania."

He was ad­ 
mitted to the bar in 1845. 
Next, in point of age. I think, came

miller. Both had been Civil War 
soldiers, and postmaster?; William 
McSherry, oppostie the court house, 
for many years; H art Gilbert; John 
L. Hill, who was satisfied to spend 
most of his years as a Justice of the 
peace, probably the longest tenure 
of that office in Gettysburg’s his­ 
tory. 
Samuel McC. Swope was Gettys­ 
burg’s premier 
orator. He 
could 
orate on any subject, and leave you 
with a feeling that he knew what 
he was talking about, and meant 
what he said. 
* Two of the then youhgTflenTMrs’ 
of the bar—both 
winners of the 
GraefT English prize at college, who 
proved to be, I think, over a long 
period the most brilliant lawyers 
that Gettysburg had, were: 
George J. Benner, who graduated 
1878. He was one of the youngest 
members of Congress ever elected 
here. Unfortunately he went into 
eclipse, for a number of years. He 
“came back.” eventually to command 
sufficient respect to become a can­ 
didate for the judgeship. 
W. Clarence Sheely, who gradu­ 
ated, 1882. While he was perhaps a 
slower starter, he reached a com­ 
manding position in the bar, sur­ 
passed by none. His untimely death, 
in thq fullness of his powers was a 
definite loss to the community. 
There were otheis, of course, but 
I do not specifically remember them, 
having had no contact with them.
